Section 915.25, subsection 3, as enacted3

by 2016 Iowa Acts, Senate File 2288, section 16, is4

amended to read as follows:5

3. Notwithstanding the provisions of sections6

232.147, 232.149, and 232.149A, an intake or juvenile7

court officer shall disclose to the alleged victim8

of a delinquent act, upon the request of the victim,9

the complaint, the name and address of the child10

who allegedly committed the delinquent act, and11

the disposition of the complaint. If the alleged12

delinquent act would be a forcible felony serious13

misdemeanor, aggravated misdemeanor, or felony offense14

if committed by an adult, the intake or juvenile court15

officer shall provide notification to the victim of the16

delinquent act as required by section 915.24.>17

2. Page 5, after line 15 by inserting:18

<Sec. ___. Section 29C.24, subsection 3, paragraph19

a, subparagraphs (3) and (6), if enacted by 2016 Iowa20

Acts, Senate File 2306, section 2, are amended to read21

as follows:22

(3) The imposition of income taxes under chapter23

422, divisions II and III, including the requirement24

to file tax returns under sections 422.13 through25

422.15 or section 422.36, as applicable, and26

including the requirement to withhold and remit27

income tax from out-of-state employees under section28

422.16. In addition, the performance of disaster or29

emergency-related work during a disaster response30

period by an out-of-state business or out-of-state31

employee shall not require an out-of-state business32

to be included in a consolidated return under section33

422.37, and shall not increase the amount of net income34

of the out-of-state business allocated and apportioned35
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to the state under sections section 422.8 or 422.33, as1

applicable.2

(6) The assessment of property taxes by the3

department of revenue under sections 428.24 through4

428.26, 428.28, and 428.29, or chapters 433, 434,5

435, and 437 through 438, or by a local assessor6

under another provision of law, on property brought7

into the state to aid in the performance of disaster8

or emergency-related work during a disaster response9

period if such property does not remain in the state10

after the conclusion of the disaster response period.11

Sec. ___. Section 29C.24, subsection 4, if enacted12

by 2016 Iowa Acts, Senate File 2306, section 2, is13

amended to read as follows:14

4. Business and employee status after a disaster15

response period. An out-of-state business or16

out-of-state employee that remains in the state after17

the conclusion of the disaster response period for18

during which the disaster or emergency-related work19

was performed shall be fully subject to the state’s20

standards for establishing presence, residency, or21

doing business as otherwise provided by law, and22

shall be responsible for any resulting taxes, fees,23

licensing, registration, filing, or other requirements.24

Sec. ___. Section 155A.13, subsection 3, paragraph25

d, if enacted by 2016 Iowa Acts, Senate File 453,26

section 3, is amended to read as follows:27

d. An applicant seeking a special or limited-use28

pharmacy licensed license for a proposed telepharmacy29

site that does not meet the mileage requirement30

established in paragraph “c” and is not statutorily31

exempt from the mileage requirement may apply to the32

board for a waiver of the mileage requirement. A33

waiver request shall only be granted if the applicant34

can demonstrate to the board that the proposed35
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telepharmacy site is located in an area where there is1

limited access to pharmacy services and can establish2

the existence of compelling circumstances that justify3

waiving the mileage requirement. The board’s decision4

to grant or deny a waiver request shall be a proposed5

decision subject to mandatory review by the director6

of the department of public health. The director7

shall review a proposed decision and shall have the8

power to approve, modify, or veto a proposed decision.9

The director’s decision on a waiver request shall be10

considered final agency action subject to judicial11

review under chapter 17A.>12
